The C.N.A. Canadian Numismatic Course 


Saturday, May 15, 1999 


The Canadian Numismatic Association (CNA) and the Numismatic Educational Services Association 
(NESA) are again hosting an educational course at Humber College, located in northwest Toronto, on 


Saturday 15. 
This exciting one day course on coin collecting will feature the following : 


¢ aclassroom setting 

e seven different instructors 

e a wide range of topics relating to Canadian numismatics 
e fun and fellowship

Close to 200 collectors have taken the course previously, both at Humber College and in Ottawa (for 
employees of the Royal Canadian Mint). They have had high praise for the course contents, with every 
instructor receiving high marks in the past-course questionaire. The seven well qualified instructors will 
present-a topic and supplement the discussion with slides, videos, overheads, demonstrations, handouts 
and displays of actual numismatic material. Below is a summary of the instructor’s topics. 


Paul Petch will review the topic “Canadian Coins and Commemoratives”. This will cover the 
decimal coins of Canada, from pre-Confederation coins to the most recent strikings from the Royal 
Canadian Mint. Included will be an examination of how Canadian money has changed in design, 
appearance and metal content through the years. 


John Regitko’s presentation on “Coin Striking and Coin Errors” will center around the process 
of minting coins at the Royal Canadian Mint: how strips of metal are reduced to proper thickness, how 
blanks are cut out from the strips of metal, how each blank planchet is “treated” before winding up in the 
minting press, an explanation of the die placement in the minting press, and an explanation of the minting 
press (feeding of the blanks, striking and ejection). A series of slides will explain how error coins occur 


during each of these stages. 


Chris Boyer will cover the Bank of Canada series of notes, including the issues of 1937, 1954, 
1967, the multi-colored issues of 1969 - 1975, the issue of 1979, and the present day “Bird series. The 
popular 25 cent fractional notes, known as “shinplasters”, Dominion of Canada notes and the chartered 
banknotes of Canadian banks prior to 1935 will also be discussed. 


. 
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Ric Faig’s presentation on “Canadian Tokens” will include pre-confederation tokens (prior to 

1867), as well as bank tokens, semi-regal tokens and communion tokens, while post-Confederation 

tokens will. cover merchant tokens, milk and bread tokens, hotel and advertising tokens, transportation 

tokens and xmore. The presentation will review the tokens issued to fill a need created by the War of 

1812 and compare those to the tokens issued in Nova Scotia and Upper and Lower Canada. Why they 
were issued and their impact and pertinence to the economic system will also be covered. 


Marvin Kay will discuss “Collecting Strategies” by reviewing over 50 new and different 
collecting topics to stimulate your interest in numismatics. In addition to collecting by date, 
denomination or by specific monarchs, he will discuss the advantages of collecting by specialized 
subjects, also known as topical collecting. Another area of numismatics which has almost endless 
possibilities is the field of “medals”: military, artistic and historical medals of all descriptions. 


Susan Mialtby’s presentation on “Coin and Paper Money Preservation” will review all aspects of 
coin, token and paper money conservation. This includes components of a good coin/bill holder, how to 
choose a good holder, materials and holders to avoid, encironmental requirements for different kinds of 
collections (i-€- paper, metal, wood, “exotic materials” and general tips on good care and handling. Her 
presentation will includehands-on demonstrations, including the Beilstein Test, a chemical test used to 
determine whether a plastic contains PVC or polyvinyldene chloride. 


Brian Cornwell will discuss “Coin Grading and Counterfeit Detection” and reveal that grading 
coins and tokens is an art, not a science. The presentation will focus on the three fundamentals of 
accurate and consistent grading knowledge, technique and objectivity. Slides of the Victorian half dollar 
series are used for a detailed discussion of the fine points that distinguish one grade from another. 


Paul Johnson, Chairman of the CNA Education Committee, is again organizing the course. He will 
serve as the Moderator on the day of the course. Paul was responsible for overseeing the planning and 
co-ordination of the CNA / NESA Correspondence Course which has been such a great success. 


There will be ample opportunity to ask questions and to obtain a better understanding of Canadian 
numismatic topics. The majority of the instructors were original writers of the CNA /NESA Numismatic 
Correspondence Course and all have an excellent knowledge in their area interest. This course is being 
planned as the next step in the educational process. You are not required to take the original course to 
register for this course. 

The day long course will include one hour for lunch where participants can dine in the college 
cafeteria. The cost for lunch is the responsibility of each individual. Morning and afternoon coffee breaks 
are also scheduled with complimentary coffee and tea being available. 

Each participant will receive a special CNA / NESA “Certificate of Participation” at the conclusion of 
the course as well as receiving a complimentary selection of numismatic books and magazines to take 
home. The C.N.A. will send each registrant a detailed map of the Humber College location with a written 
confirmation of your inclusion in the course. 

The number of participants is limited for this course and you are encouraged to register as soon as 
possible. Not only will you learn more about Canadian numismatics but you will have fun as well! You'll 
have the opportunity to meet other collectors and get to know the instructors in a casual setting. If you 
have any questions about the one day course prior to registering, you can contact the C.N.A. Executive 
Secretary by telephone at (705) 737-0845, by fax at (705) 737-0293 or Email 
cdn.numismatic@on.aibn.com.
